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Good memories. 


St. Lout) cm probably furnish s>ma 


of the most wonderful and best authen- 
ticated ca»es of good memory on record. 
The remarkable powers of Howard.who 
was for many years stationed at the door 
of the Lin del Hotel dining room, have 
given him a reputation as wide as the 
country. He had so trained his judg- 
ment and memory that be cou'd receive 
and distribute 500 hats without keeping 
any system of checks or places whatever. 
A guest entering; tho <1 ning-liall handed 
his hat to the dusky doorkeeper, who 
obtained a view of the owner's physiog- 
nomy. He would then dispose of the 
tile among a hundred others and receive 
another hundred before the owner of 
the hat would return for his head pear. 
In a twinkling Howard would produce 
the identical hat from the heap, never 
handing over the wrong property. 
Frequently, to test his memory, the 
owner of a hat intrusted to the darkey's 
care would deny his own property on 
returning to the entrance, but without 
avail. The face and hat were photo- 
graphed on tbe man's mind with all the 
truth of a camera, ao that he never 
made a mistake in attending to tho 
duties of his office. 
ThU wonderful 


negro waa presented with an elogant 
gold badge by a number of gentlemen 
and the proprietors of the hotel. He is 
now employed in Chicago. 


Another phenomenal memory is that 


owned by Milton Peters, or Black Pete, 
who was employed at Pate's keno house, 
but is now keeping door at Dock Strick- 
land's poker room at the southeast cor- 
ner of Eleventh and Olive streets. In 
the game of keno, as played iu St. Louis 
and the Eastern cities, 192 cards num- 
bered from 1 to 192 are required. On 
each o* these are fifteen numbers ar- 
ranged in three rows and combinations 
of tne numbers betwnen 1 and 90. No 
two cards of the 192 or notwo rows of the 
576 rows are alike. Pete had so trained 
his memory that he knew each of these 
cards. 
If asked what combinations 


were on card 37 he could, without a mo- 
ment's hesitation, give the three combi- 
nations and the the numbers in the irreg- 
ular order. 
Before the invention of the 


check board, which contains the minia- 
ture of each keno card, Pete's memory 
was of invaluable service. The game IB 
decided by the first who covers any row 
of cards, the man at the urn calling out 
the number of each ball as it rolls out, 
and the pi avers covering the same if it 
appears on the card. 
A few years ago 


a plan was gotten up by a sharp gam- 
bler to " wolf" the game. 
He carried 


with him a number of thin pieces oi 
paper with various numbers on one side 
and mucilage on the other. They were 
exactly the size of the little figure 
square on the kano card. 
When he 


covered four numbers he listened for the 
next, and, selecting a paper with the 
next ball's number, he pasted it over the 
card and raked in the "pot." 
He was 


$1,200 ahead of the game by tho opera- 
tion, when he withdrew for a moment 
and turned his card over to a friend. 
Just then Pete turned his attention to 
the game, as the man yelled "Keno!" 
As was usual he called the number oi 
his card and the combination which he 
had covered. He called out four num- 
bers, but aa he called the fifth Pete laid 
hands on the pot, announcing, "There's 
a mistake, sah; I know there ain't no 
card with forty, and those other four 
numbers in a line." On examination, at 
Pete's suggestion, the fraud which tie 
couple of blacklegs were practicing on 
the other players was discovered. 
The 


rest of Pete's education has been shame- 
fnllv neglected. He experiences consid- 
erable difficulty in outlining a few 
hieroglyphics which are snpposed to be 
script for his name. When asked about 
his phenomenal memory he said: " Well, 
I don't know how I carne by such good 
recollection, but I've got it. 
I never 


forget a number, and lean tell you the 
number of some houses I went to years 
and years ago. 


"Can you recollect everything you 


see?" 


"Oh, no! for some things I ain't 


worth a cent, but somo other things I 
don't, have no difficulty In recollecting." 


"How did you come to learn the 


keno cardsP" 
" Oh, that was my work. 
When no 


game was going on I used to take the 
cards and look over many of them. In 
that way X got to know them all,and now 
I'm pretty well fixed on these things, 
and nobody can fool me on a set of 
keno cards after I look over them a 
little." 


John 
and Charles Barker, 
two 


brothers, who dealt in a Sixth street faro 
bank, could keep track of the fifty-two 
cards in the box, and without consulting 
a card or anything el-e could announce 
ju-t what cards were in the box, after a 
certain number wero dealt. In the de*l, 
whfm it came to the privilege to "jail 
tho turn," neither of the brothers, who 
w*"'e cijiially endowed in this respect, 
ornr !r'i;inled tiiose keeping track of the 
I'.-nii", IHI! announced tho number and 
dcr 
••iim'.i'vi of the yards left in ths 


:i i\. 
In playing njjtiin-t the bank they 


displayed the «e,me confidence in their 
memories, ami laughed at the idea of 
keeping count of the cards. A local 
celebrity, known by the sobriquet of 
Overcoat Johnny, bestowed upon him 
on account of his fondnass for appropri- 
ating great-cr)ats to his own xise, has a 
much better reputation as a casino play- 
er than as a citizen. He cansafely give 
hia opponent one-half the game before 
the first card is dealt and then beat him 
with ease. From frequent playing he 
has so trained his memory that in a rap- 
idly played game he .can mentally keep 
Hccrmnt of every card played, with tho 
description of thf trick t»keu by it, and 
ut last cards invariably announces the 
cards in the hauds of hU opponents. If 
iriveu an opportunity he can stock a 
ileck and call off every card in its order, 
rlciiiing with the banks toward him. 


The remarkably memory of a gambler 


known as the Xe-.v York Jew was so no- 
L'lriou* that it was with difficulty ho 
:uu;d per-uade a fan) dealer to allow 
him to buck against the bank. He never 
.Incommoded himself keeping a tally on 
itio CAfds with pencil, but at the end of 
3. deal or at any stage of the game he 
:-<iuld announce the action of any card 
called for and tell every bet and the 
amount of the same made by half & 
iozen players about the board. A week 
after a play he could tell to a certainty 
buw m:iny times a certain card won or 
tout, and after a night's play would sum 
up without the assistance of the cards 
i lie winnings and losses of any card for 
the previous four hours' play. These 
facts caused the superstitious dealers to 
.refuse to allow him to put money on 
|the board.—St. Louit Poat-JKfpatch.

THE report of Postmaster Pearson, 


nf the New York city office, gives an 
idea of the immense amount of mail 
matter annually distributed. During 
the year there were delivered in the 
city 233,523,362 pieces of ordinary 
mail matter; 1,003,195 registered let- 
ters were delivered, and 965,170 do- 
mestic and 370,010 foreign letters 
recorded and distributed. In the 
distribution department 541,615,572 
piocf>s were handled. The total num- 
ber of pieces of mail matter of all 
kinds handled during the year was 
797,481,309, a daily average of 2,- 
400,000. 
The ordinary mail matter 


handled was contained in 528,477 
lock pouches, and 1,562,173 Backs, 
besides which there were handled 
4,019 cases and 62,110 pouches of 
registered matter, and 8,680 pouches 
and 14,821 sucks of supplies. The 
heaviest day's work of the year was 
performed on December 20, a total 
of 10,147 bags of mail matter, 17(5 
tons in weight, being twice handled 
on tbnt day. 


A Bed Snapper in a Crystal Case. 


The Sun office received on Satur- 


day from Coionel James C. Clark, 
General Manager of the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railroad, a block of artificial 
ice with a fine red snapper fish fro- 
zen into it. The ice was made in 
New Orleans, where there are seve- 
ral ice manufacturing establishments, 
which make the blocks any size de- 
aired. The red snapper is a beauti- 
ful fish, ordinarily" eighteen inches 
to two feet in length, of red and silver 
hues, and shows well embalmed in 
clear ice, such as the factories usually 
produce. For the windows of res- 
taurants, etc., in New Orleans, fish, 
bottles of Champaign and even flow- 
ers, are preserved in blocks of ice, 
and make very attractive 
signs. 


Sometimes flowers frozen in this 
way present the appearance of 
beautifully decorated crystal panel.

While our venera- 
ble fellow townsman has not been in 
public life like Col. Dement, he has 
nevertheless enjoyed the personal ac- 
quaintance of all the governors of 
the state, and many of the great men 
who have made its history so bril- 
liant Dr. Mitchell is almost 85 
years of age, and came to Illinois 
from Virginia in 1818, the year the 
state was admitted into the Union, 
lie is still hale and vigorous, and 
might easily pass for a man of 65.

Leading Oltlzana Accused of Steal- 
ing Bibles. 


A special dispatch from St Paul, 


Minn., says: "Judge Hatch, in bis 
first sitting on the District bench of 
Clayton county, Iowa, is hearing a 
novel case, being the trial of a num- 
ber of leading citizens of Menden, 
who are charged with stealing Bibles. 
Two freight trains were in collision 
at Shimagill Siding, Iowa, one night 
last summer, and a great quantity of 
merchandise was strewn about the 
scene of the wreck. Residents in the 
timber near by purloined a case of 
Bibles consigned by a subscription 
book publishing house, New York, to 
a local agent in Minnesota. The 
Bibles, which were large quarto vol- 
umes, were distributed secretly in the 
neighborhood.

Temperance Foots. 


At thp Illinois State Temperance Con- 


vention, held at Springfield this week, 
there was 8 good attendance of delegates 
'rom various parts of the state,and a num- 
ber of interesting addresses were deliver- 
ed. The report of Frank J. Adams, state 
organizer, was read and approved. He 
gave a list o! twelve counties that have 
adopted anti-lioanse laws, viz: Cumber- 
laud, Edward?, Fulton, Jasper, Johnson, 
Lawrence, Menard, Piatt, Schnyler, War- 
ren, Wayne and Clark. These counties, 
with a total population of 221,371, had 
only 48 prisoners in jail daring the year, 
and 24 of these were incarcerated on ac- 
count of crimes arising from drunken- 
ness. On the other hand he mentioned 
twelve counties, with 298 licensed saloons 
and a population of 217,597,with 801 pris- 
oners in the various jails. Sangamon 
county was rated as having a population 
of 52,000, supporting 165 saloons, and 
during tbe year had 1200 or 1500 prison- 
ers confined for various crimes, a large 
majority being traceable to whisky. 


During the year just closed 117 mur- 


ders have been committed in this state, 
sixty-one in Cook county, and nearly all 
having their origin in drunken quarrels.

QUINCY, ILL., Jan. 19.—The tjuincy 


House, one of the largest hotels in 
this city, was burned this morning. 
The fire was discovered at 9£ o'clock 
by one of the guests on the 3rd floor, 
who at once gave the alarm. First 
Clerk Jamea L. Griffith, who was on 
the second floor at the time, called 
the porters and sent them to every 
room in the building to alarm the 
guests. Many of the guesta were in 
the dining-room, but a large number 
of them were still asleep. Men, wo 
men and children rushed to the 
street, but few waiting to dress. The 
fire progressed slowly, and no lives 
were lost. 
Katie Butler, one of the 


chambermaids, had a narrow escape, 
having gone to her room to get ber 
trunk. Her clothing caught fire, and 
she was badly burned about the head 
and face, but her injuries are not 
considered serious. William Stackel- 
back, a detective on the police force, 
had his leg broken by falling down 
stairs. He had gone into the burn- 
ing building to rescue any one who 
might need assistance, and, becoming 
blinded by the smoke, fell the full 
length of one of the stairways. There 
were in tbe hotel about 50 regular 
boarders, 15 transient guests and 42 
servants. Nearly all tbe guests and 
boarders lost everything. Tbe hotel 
building was owned by J. L. Morris, 
and was valued at 530,000. It was 
leased by G. P. Pay, who owned the 
furniture and fixtures, and will lose 
$15,000. 
The hotel was built in 


1838, and cost originally 8105,000. 
It was 4 stories high, and 110 by 200 
feet in size. J. F. Bradford, who 
occupied the lower store room with 
his merchant tailoring establishment, 
moved all of his stock, as did also 
Henry Helmer, who occupied the 
hotel barber shop. Neither suffered 
any material loss. The Morris estate 
had $12,500 insurance,—$2,500 each 
in the Insurance Company of North 
America, the Commercial Union, tbe 
Mercantile Marine, the Fire Associa- 
tion of Philadelphia, and the Detroit 
Fire and Marine. There was about 
$3,000 insurance on the f urnitnre.— 
The fire caught from a defective flue.

AMSTERDAM, Jan. 19.—Three ter- 


rific explosions took place to-day in 
the gunpowder manufactory in Mni- 
den, where nearly all the houses were 
unroofed by the concussion. The 
neighboring towns and villages are 
much damaged. The loss of life is 
unknown, but it is feared that forty 
persons perished. Windows in this 
city, which is eight miles from Mm- 
den, were broken.

Fair and Its Location In Decatur. 


A meeting of considerable importance 


in connection with the business interests 
of Decatnr and this part of the state was 
held laat evening in the office of Mont- 
gomery & Shull in Powers' Block. It 
was a gathering of citizens to confer to- 
gether with .a view of securing the loca- 
tion of the Illinois State Fair at Decatur, 
if not permanently, at least for two years.

Montgomery secretary. Among the citi- 
sjens present were Messrs. W. H. Linn, D. 
R. Alexander, D. W. Brenneman, V. H. 
Parke, O. E. Curtis, Charles Laux, B. Z. 
Taylor, J, G. Cloyd, John Alexander, Dr- 
A. S. Waltz, D. C. Corley, and William 
Voorhiee, Jr., of Piatt county, formerly a 
member of the State Agricultural Board. 
The printed specifications of the State 
Board, which will require an outlay of 
825,000 or 830,000, were read by Mr. Cur- 
tis, and after a general chat, during which 
it was stated that that amount of mouej 
could doubtless be easily raised, on mo- 
tion a committee of five was appointed to 
make a careful estimate of the coat of 
fixing up the fair grounds to fill the bill 
and report at a meeting to lie culled next 
week. The members of the committee 
are: Messsrs. D. W. Brenneman, Joseph 
Mills, M. G. Patterson, John B. Miller 
and M. B. Thomas. It was the general 
expression of those present that if our 
people take immediate and united notion 
ia this matter, Deoatur can secure the 
prize.

THB WHEELBB CASE. 


This ia the third day of the presentation 


of testimony by the People in the Dr. 
Wheeler murder case, and as was the case 
on Thursday and Friday, the court room 
is filled with interested spectators. On 
yesterday afternoon before FredStommel 
was allowed to retire, the defense pat a 
number of questions to him that had been 
written down. They related to alleged con- 
versations witness had with parties about 
the case since the arrest ot Wheeler. The 
witness denied all the statements said to 
have been made by him. The object of 
the defense in patting these written ques- 
tions to witness was doubtless to lay foun- 
dation for impeachment 


Dr. Brown testified that Miss Risley 


was in his office on Sept. 26th to procure 
a prescription for her sister, Mrs. Loring. 
She appeared to ba in good health at the 
time. Miss Risley was in the office ten 
minutes and left with the prescription 
witness gave her. Witness never treated 
Miss Risley for any disease. 


Frank Swartz testified that he was per- 


sonally acquainted with Stommel and 
knew Miss Risley and Wheeler by sight. 
While in company with Stommel on ouo 
occasion witness saw Wheeler and Miss 
Bisley come out of Wheeler's office. 


Henry Smith, druggist, testified that 


on Sept. 26, soon after 9 a. m., a 
young woman, whom he supposed was 
Mies Risley, came to his store with a pre- 
scription from Dr. Brown, which he filled. 
Deceased did not take it away with her. 
Two or three days after the prescription 
wae filled Mr. Loring called for it There 
wai nothing in the medicine prepared to 
harm anyone. 


Miss Nellie Terhune knew of the illness 


of Miss Risley and described her suffer- 
ing after Sept. 26th. Alao told about see- 
ing Wheeler and deceased together on the 
street about four weeks before Stella died, 
and gave testimony about medicine that 
deceased bad taken. 


Mrs. Gertrude Terbune, sister-in-law of 


the deceased, remembered that Miss Ris- 
ley was taken ill last on Sapt. 26. Stella 
was in apparent good health that morn- 
ing. She went up town and returned 
homo in the afternoon. Dr. Wheeler was 
there. Stella was in great pain. Wit- 
ness described the condition and treat- 
ment of Stella after Sept. 26th up to the 
time of her death on Oct. 10. Dr. Sparks 
was called in on the evening of the 10th, 
and five minutes after he came Stella 
died. 


The witness woe asked to detail a con- 


versation she had had with Stella on the 
afternoon that she died. The counsel for 
the defendant objected. The jury retired. 
The witness then stated that Stella told 
her on the afternoon preceding her death 
that she felt badly injured by an in- 
strument 
Dr. 
Wheeler 
had 
used 


and that she could shoot him down like a 
cur dog; that at another time Stella told 
her she had been given ether by Wheeler 
and that she would never have listened to 
Wheeler had she known what she was to 
suffer. This forenoon Judge Smith heard 
arguments by opposing counsel for and 
against the admissibility of thia testimony 
which continued until after ten o'clock. 
His honor reserved his decision until 
Monday next. The jury was recalled and 
Mrs. Terhune testified as to the condition 
of Stella's clothing. 


The next witness called was Miss Jen- 


nie Murphy, who testified as to a personal 
knowledge of Stella's condition on Sept. 
26th and subsequent to that time. She 
described deceased's condition and stated 
thut Dr. Wheeler was callerl to the house 
on the 2Gth. Her teatimonj was similar 
to that of Mrs. Loring. 


Dr. P. B. Sparks testified as to having 


visited Miss Risley on the evening of Oct. 
10th, a few minutes before she died. 


Heury Rice, colored, testified that he 


was in the employ of the defendant dur- 
ing the summer of 1882. Witness testi- 
fied to having visited Risley's house on 
two occasions. The first time was when 
Misa Risley wns taken ill, when he drove 
Dr. AVheeler to the house in a buggy. The 
second time was when he took medicine 
there nt the request of Wheeler. 


It in probable that'a extran session of 


the court will be held to-night.

T!io traveler who wakes up in Cefctinje 


will have difilculty In believing that he 
in in one of the capitals of Europe. He 
wil) look out of h'n window down a 
sn-tiggling street. To his left, rising 
kbovethe cottages of Cettinje. he wifl 
see the Prince's sohloss. 
Above the 


snh'uwi is tho cloister, and above the 
cloister the belfry whero the heads of 
decanitated Turks used to be impaledm 
the days 50110 by. To his right he will 
*ec. tho hospital. Except these buildings 
all in Cettinje is squalid and unpiotur- 
e<x]iie. And yet to this village Ministers 
aro BRcredHed from the leading courts 
of K'li-opc, and the diplomatic commn- 
nic.ition between Vienna or St. Peters- 
burw and Cettinje ia ovon more vigilant 
and frequent than that, hotween those 
ciipiu'K and London. If you entered 
oi>« (if tlu-ic legition? yon would not 
fi;id tli" •• i info rts of an fin^lisli cottage. 
You wiM, |>Ci-hups, be fortunate enough 
Ui receive an invitation todine at the le- 
wation of one of the great powers. The 
Sinner will be served on an unopened 
whi»t table, nnd so close will bo our 
quarters that the four soup pla'es touch. 
The only other pieces of furniture in the 
room besides tho chair you sit on are a 
sofa and a bed. 
U I am aiked wlntH the present form 


of government in Montenegro, I would 
answer that it U at once tne most des- 
potic and the must popn'ar in Europe— 
despo ic, because the will of the Prince 
is the law of the land, and popular be- 
cau-o the personal rule of tha Prince 
mee-3 all ilie wants and wi-hes of his 
people. No Rove'oisfn in Europe si's 
HO (irmly on h'n throne as the Prineo of 
thU little Btato, and no sovereign is so 
alMotu'e. Tho Mon'enezrins have no 
army; they are themselves a standing 
army. Thev ffo to war with the same 
zc*t"tbat an "English sohoolb >y takes to 
cricket. We should have to go back to 
times before the Norman conquest to 
0nd an Enirli-thmnn of the same stamp 
us the m idoai Montenegrin. 
In the 


Into war, the Prince found a Montene- 
frriii of 80 years of age in the ranks. 
I'lu- I'rince told him he was too old to 
fischt; tho man said, " No," and when 
the I'rinca insisted, the octogenarian 
drew a pistol from his bolt and shot him- 
self. Tho IVinc-) is naturally proud of 
his 8ut«je«t'<, and often speaks of his 
capital m boing more secure than either 
Helgrade or Bucharest. 


The women of Cottinje are not beauti- 


ful, except tho Princess, and her highness 
confirms me in an opinion I have long 
formed, that feminine beauty is the 
product of civilization. 
But how can 


joii expect beauty from women who are 
used (is beasts of burden by the men? 
From such treatment you can only ex- 
pect protnnturo aga and preternatural 
tiglino.4i. 
The well-grown handsome 


men who are pluying at ball before the 
palace of the Prineo aro the husbands 
ivnd brothers of tha poor creatnrea who 
are c:irryinsr wood ;ind water to their 
IIOIOTB. ' This jovial-looking man that 
so civilly accosts u* Is Navica Cerovio^ 
the father of tho Minister of Finance, 
and a famoui warrior who has slaugh- 
tered I d t not know how many Turks. 
It dooms fitting to Montenegrins that 
hor. <tw Khould roat in peace and leave the 
•work to wives and daughters. 
Monte- 


negro is not a wealthy country. 
A 


Montfliii'trrin who is worth £40, all told, 
would pass here for well-to do. 
They 


arc not ashamed of their poverty. They 
have rauch too much sense for that. A 
relation of the Prince will frankly admit 
that ho is poor: but unfortunately, from 
tho highest downward, the Montene- 
grins expect and accept gifts from the 
stranger. 
They have not yet reached 


thtt point of civilization when a man 
dislikes to receive favors which he can 
not return. 


The Montenegrins are the flower and 


aristocracy of the Slav race. 
They are 


the antithesis of the Bulgarian. Place a 
Montenegrin and a Bulgarian in a Lon- 
don drawing-room, the Bulgarian would 
appear what he is—a peasant; the Mon- 
tenegrin a gentleman. 
Montenegro no 


more possesses a peasantry than it pos- 
sesses a standing army. All the Monte- 
negrin peasants are gentlemen quite as 
much H I thcv are soldiers. But place 
this same Montenegrin and Bulgarian in 
it field, and the Bulgarian will convert 
tha field into a garden, while the Monte- 
negrins will saunter like a gentleman. 
The Montenegrins have always paid 
Hjiwji U attention to their weapons, but 
tliey aro satisfied with the same plow 
that iliolr ancestors used a thousand 
years ngo. It is hard for a Montenegrin 
to liecijma a man of peace. The prewnt 
po-traa-ter of Cettinje lost his leg in the 
l.i'fi wii'-. 
The poor man preferred 


dying as » soldier to living as a civilian 
iviMi ono leg, and it was at the request 
of the I'rinc.yfls that he submitted to am- 
putation. 
Oi this lady it is difficult to 


i<|)0:ik too highly. 
During the war she 


used—in order tx> give courage to the 
sufferers—to b« present at operations 
wliifh drove every nihr! wom:in from 
the

There are two newspapers published 


in Montenegro-—one of them the official 
journal and the other a popular medical 
paper. 
Sixty copies of the latter are 


sold in Montenegro. When you read 
the paper and find that its article? aro 
on the way to live in health throughout 
the year, the evil consequences of wear- 
ing ear-rings, the proper treatment of 
infants, etc., you are surprise*!, not 
that BO few, but so rnanv copies of such 
a paper should be bought by Momene- 
g ins. 
It i* earnestly to be hoped that 


the laudations upon soap, which this 
paper ( flealih) contains may have some 
influence on those who read it. I regret 
lo state that after their baptism the 
majority of Montenegrins do not often 
come in contact with water, except 
when it rain*. 


Perhaps the most Interesting institu- 


tion in Cettinje is the tree of justice. 
Here the Prince aits, and to him come 
the meanest of his subjects. Our Eng- 
lish law has a maxim—De minimis not 
curat lex. The present Prince of Mon- 
tenegro said: "If y< >n suffer iniu-tioe to 
the value of one farthing, and you do 
not come and complain to me, you are 
not yourself wonh a farthing." Justice 
u well administered in Montenegro, but 
all who have, or think they have, suffer- 
ed wrong can go direct to the Prince, 
and the Prince will either decide the 
case himself or will direct a new trial. 
The expression "new trial" is one of 
such ill-omen in English oars that 1 may 
at once state that Montenegro law is 
cheap and speedy. It is needless to add 
there are no la'wyers in Montenegro. 
From this patriarchial tree yon see on 
your right tbe palace of the Prince, and 
on the left a grass-plot, on which several 
Montenegrins 
are 
Lizily 
lounging. 


These persons are the criminals of the 
State. They are self-guarded. Should 
any of these prisoners think fit to return 
to his native village before his term of 
imprisonment has expired, he can do so, 
but he wili at once be recognized and. 
teinearcerated. It is extremely rare for 
them to attempt to escape from the 
boose and grass plot which has been 
alloted to tham by their Prince. 
Moat 


of these men are homicides, and rarely; 
thieres. 
There are a few female pris- 


oner*. 
I am told the majority are in 


prison for murdering their husbands. 
As besnty Is a flower that blooms bat ia 
civilized climes, go are marriages for 
love a product of civilization. An affair 
of the heart, cuimlnatsngin marriage, it 
almost unknown among southern Slavs. 
in Bulgaria, in Servia, in Bosnia, in 
Montenegro, the parents arrange these 
matters, and often a maid has not seen 
her future husband until she meets him 
at the altar—OeUttye Cor. £mdm 
Zfinu*. 


Dr. Nenberg has recently introduced 


in the clinic o? Prof. Esmareh, of Kiel, 
a method of woundniressing to which 
he was led in the following way: 
Two 


years ago a laborer one day appeared 
who had sustained a compound fracture 
of both bones of the forearm eight or ten 
days previously, with considerable loo- 
eration. 
He had got a comrade to sur- 


round the whole forearm at once wit&l a 
thick paste of peat mold, on which was 
laid a rough splint of wood. 
When he 


came to the clinic he was in good gen- 
eral health, and on clearing off the mold 
the wound was found to be healing 
beautifully, without any sign of sup- 
puration. A Listerian dressing was ap- 
plied, and the limb better fixed, and the 
man made a good recovery. Dr. Neu- 
bergwasledtb investigate the proper- 
ties of peat mold with reference to 
wound-dressing, and he found that the 
dust resulting from the manufacture of 
blocks of peat with the circular saw (as 
carried on iu Schleswig-Holstein), and 
which is very light in weight and in 
color, lias a powerful affinity for am- 
monia, carbonate of ammonia, and bad- 
amelliiig materials generally, and takes 
up nine times its own weight of water. 
In the infantry barracks at Brunswick it 
is found very useful as a deodoriser. 
For dressing wounds Dr. Nenberg 
now uses two bags of gauze (one 
double the other in aizej wrung out in 
carbolic solution, and filled with mold, 
the m 'Id in the smaller bag containing 
two per cent, of iodoform, that in the 
larger saturated with five per cent, car- 
bolic solution. The smaller bag is placed 
on the wound directly after disinfection 
of the latter with carbolic solution, zinc 
chloride, or iodoform, and the larger 
bag is placed above, the whole beme 
kept in place by a gauze bandage. The 
dressing remains on mostly a fortnight 
or more. Excellent results have been 
thus obtained, into details of which we 
do not here enter. The advantages 
claimed for the method are those: 1. 
A given quantity of the mold takes up 
more fluid than jute, gau/e, or cotton 
wool. If it be slightly moistened, its 
absorbent power is increased. 2. It 
has great power of absorbing products 
of decomposition of organic substances, 
and hence prevents these occurring. S. 
The moistened mold is a very soft 
but still clastic substance, and so 
is easily
